Doesn’t Want Office with String.

It had been my pleasure to stand with Pres~- 
ident Roosevelt on most of his recommenda- 
tions, but I cannot go with him on all of 
them; I draw the line, for Instance, on pho- 
netic spelling. 

“‘ Phonetically it may be all right, but 
esthetically it is to me Impossible. No, lam 
not for it, and I do not think the president 
will think any the less of me for speaking 
right out in meeting and saying that I am 
not for it. And it would not make a bit of 
difference to me if he did. 

“TIT have always considered it an honor to 
be a United States senator. I never under- 
stood that somebody was to tell me how to 
vote. Hither at that end of the line or at 
this end of the line. Especially not about 
great and profound constitutional questions 
about which lawyers differ; I thought I was 
to work them out; I was to speak for you. I 
pursue that policy. If that is not right, if, on 
the contrary, a man is to be rebuked because 
he exercises the qualifications with which 
he is blessed, then you take all the honor 
away from the office, and, so far as Iam con- 
cerned, you can take the office with it. 

“If the senatorial office does not carry 
with it the right of the man holding it to go 
according to his own judgment, to discharge, 
according to his sense of duty, free and un- 
trammeled, the official obligation to support 
and maintain the constitution of the United 
States, which he takes when he enters upon 
his office, it is not a position worth holding. 


Doesn’t Beg for Indorsement. 


“ We are going to have a great convention 
tomorrow, in some respects the greatest in 
the history of this state, for it is to settle, 
among other things, the question I have just 
averted to.

Chief’s Motives Under Fire. 

Chief Collins, in the opinion of a good many 
police officers, has & personal interest in the 
investigation. It has been charged by the 
attorney for the two defendant captains that 
when Collins was Capt. Collins at the War- 
ren avenue station he did not always report 
to his headquarters on Sunday—that he only 
reported, in fact, twice a year on Sundays. 
Also that he failed to visit the precinct sta- 
tions in his jurisdiction once a week. 

The chief's record will be among those 
brought before the commission, for the books 
back as far as Jan. 1, 1905, have been requis!- 
tloned by the commission. It is asserted that 
every police captain in Chicago has violated 
these two rules.

KAISER ESCAPES ASSASSINS; 
THREE SUSPECTS ARRESTED. 


Trio of Alleged Anarchists Accused of 
Plotting to Kill Emperor Are Taken 
Into Custody at Breslau. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Sept. 11.—According to the Tage- 
blatt the kaiser has just been saved from 
being made the victim of an anarchist plot 
by the vigilance of the police, who arrested 
at Breslau three foreigners, who had been 
commissioned by the international terrorist 
organization to assassinate his majesty dur- 
ing the military maneuvers which he is now 
attending in Silesia. 

The prisoners are an Italian named Matacci 
or Maccini, an Austrian known as Fliegner 
or Friediing, and a Pole named Landesberg 
or Landenberger. Mataccl was expelled 
from Italy two years ago, since when he 
has associated with Russian terrorists at 
Geneva. He shared in the recent outrages 
in Poland. 

The three arrived at Breslau at different 
times. They were watched by detectives for 
several days, including four which the kal- 
ser sent there on the eve of the maneuvers, 
when the most elaborate precautions were 
taken to protect him. 

It is not explained why they were not ar- 
rested then, as they are alleged to be known 
as more Gangerous than others who are re- 
ported to have been arrested or expelled from 
the country.

SWEEP ASIDE LEADERS. 


Publisher Says Party Should 
Elect Somebody to Some- 
thing Sometime. 


New York, Sept. 1).—[Special.]—The first 
convention of the Independence league, Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst's personal organiza-~- 
tion, was held teday in Carnegie hall. Six- 
teen hundred and eleven delegates who made 
up a tumultous convention, took the bit in 
their teeth right at the jump and ran away 


chance to dicker for support with the demo- 
cratic convention to be held in Buffalo on 
Sept. 25. 

After having won a victory in the confer+ 
ence of the Gilsey house early this ’ 
where the unbending determination of the 
leaguers to nominate a straight ticket made 
Hearst bow to their wishes, they went to the 
convention hall determined that the Inde- 
pendence should stand on its own 
feet and Hearst should run for governor at 
the head of a third party ticket, 


“Something at Sometime.” 


Mr. Hearst in his speech to the delegates 
declared: 

“Iam not willing to be elected governor by 
any sacrifice of principles, but I do think it 
is due the people who have followed us and 
our supporters ta be elected to something 
sometime, and to put Into practice and prac- 
tical operaticn the principles we stand for, 
not for our benefit but for the benefit of the 
people of this country and state.”’ i 

More than nine-tenths of the delegates 
cheered for a straight ticket during the ses- 
sions of the convention this afterncor,.and 
tonight paraded up and down the aisles with 
banners inscribed “ A straight ticket,”” and 
shouted down fiercely any attempt on the 
part of Max F. Ihmsen and others of Hearst's 
personal representatives to divert them. 

The firmness of the great majority of the 
delegates asténished the new boss and his 
mananger, Ihmsen, and made it apparent 
that any attempt to ride over the wishes of 
the leaguers wou.d result in a, wide open split. 

The leaguers announced through their dele- 
gations of spokesmen they wouldn’t stand for 
nominees retiring from the ticket in order to 
win support for Hearst from the democratic 
party: They declared any attempt of the 
managers to run a slate through the conven- 
tion would be bipcke.u. 


Would Smash Slate. 


“Just show us a siate,”’ they cried aloud 
on the floor, “and watch us emaeh it.”’ 

The outccme of the two sessions made it 
certain a full ticket would be nominated to- 
morrow with Mr. Hearst, of course, at the 
head. Others who are in favor for leading 
places on the ticket were John Ford, Clarence 
J. Shearn, and Reuben Lyon. 

Juége Samuel Seabury of the City court 
was chosen as permanent chairman when 
the delegates convened tonight. The night 
session of the convention was ¢alled for 8 
o'clock, but the delegates were slow in get- 


ting to the hall and it was past 9 o’clock 


when Judge Seabury began talking. 

The racket in the hall during the hour of 
waiting was terrific. Bunches of men 
equipped with tin whistles and atrocious fish 
horns shrieked and squeaked in the rear of 
the hall. Other delegations rang cowbells. 
An aged delegate from Broome with a two 
foot beard and his suspenders falling over his 
hips did a hornpipe in the first tier of boxes 
and was hailed joyfully as ‘“* Dowie.” 

The tumiult was deafening when Temporary 
Chairman Miller A. Glen of Syracuse ham- 
mered for order. Eventually he made him- 
self heafd long enough to call for reports of 
the committees on credentials, rules, and or- 
ganization. 

William Gillering, chairman of the com- 
mittee on rules and erganization, announced 
the selection of Judge Seabury as permanent 
chairman, William A. Deford as permanent 
secretary, and Frank Brust as permanent 
sergeant atarms. The mention of Judge Sea- 
bury, beloved by Independence leaguers as 
the most radical of them all, produced vol- 
leye of applause. 


Judge Seabury Stirs "Em Up. 


Judge Seabury started right in with the 
sort of speech that made a tremendous hit 
with the leaguers. The judge cleverly de- 
layed mention of the name of William R. 
Hearst until he had got the delegates worked 
up to the proper frame of mind. Then he 
sprang it, suddenly and emphatically. The 
response was immediate, satisfying even 
to the gentlemen who held stop watches on 
the demonstration. It was impressive cer- 
tainly; while it lasted, with breath catching 
intervals, for upwarcs of half an hour. 
Every man in the auditorium waved some- 
thing, his own hat or his neighbor's. Women 
in the galleries waved their handkerchiefs 
or small flags. Suddenly the gallery folks 
began to shake the loose bunting, and in an 
instant every one who could lay hold of a 
big flag undulated it. 

Judge Seabury had trouble in staying the 
storm he had evoked, Finally, the sergeant 
at' arms and assistants together with the 
police managed to quiet the crowd. 

Judge Seabury’s speech was an elaboration 
of the platform which shortly afterwards 
was adopted. 

Before the session. was over the radicals 
succeeded in putting the convention flatly 
on record as favoring the nomination of a 
straight ticket.

Two campaign funds of considerable pro- 
portions are being raised by the republican 
and democratic party organizations. The 
democrats expect to have $50,000 for their 
tickets, raised partly by subscription and 
partly by the assessment of candidates. The 
republican fund, which ordinarily would be 
higher, is likely to equal the democratic this © 


year. 

At least $100,000 for the tickets ia the esti- , 
mated sum which will be secured for fall 
politics. If all the candidates paid their 
assessments an amount almost this large 
would be raised by this means alone. The 
ticket is the largest submitted to the voters, 
at least in an off year, owing to the munici- 
pal court tickets. 

The democratic judicial candidates have 
canvassed this financial matter among them 
selves and have decided that the following 
assessments would be equitable:

Chief clerk, it has been figured, will stand 
for $1,000, and chief bailiff fot $800, making 
the total of the thirty judicial places $18,100.

Roger C. Sullivan 
and his friends, who have an individual con- 
cern now in hitting the Independence league 
with its Majority Rule league attachments, « 
will see to it that plenty of money is forth- 
coming. : 

A good deal of money will be needed. The 
republican executive committee has com- 
puted the cost of getting out a book to call 
attention at once to the importance of the 
new municipal court and to the fitness of the 
republican candidates for the new branch. 
It was found that the book, as planned, will 
cost $12,000,

NINE MISSOURIANS ON TRIAL 


Owners of Plantation Arraigned for 
Holding Negroes in Slavery—Defense 
Says Workers Were Guarded. 


~—Nine men were placed on trial here today, 
charged with peonage. It is the first time 
such a trial ever was calledin Mi uri. The 
defendants are Charlies M. Smith, James 
Smith, Rex Smith, Charles M. Smith Jr., Lee 
Rogers, William Woods, Benjamin Stone, 
Ben Fields, and Floyd Woods. The Smiths 
are wealthy land owners. The first three are 
brothers and Charles M. Smith Jr. is a son of 
Charles M. Smith Sr. The other five are 
employed by the Smiths as guards and fore- 
man on a plantation in New Madrid county. 

The Smiths own 20,000 acres of Missouri 
drained land. For the proper cultivation of 
this land they needed a large force of men 
and this spring, according to charges, they 
employed forty negroes. Three monthsafter 
the negroes were brought to New. Madrid 
the Smiths were arrested, charged with hoid- 
ing the negroes in a state of slavery. 

When witnesses for the government were 
called to be sworn such a motley looking 
crowd of negroes could hardly be found ex- 
cept in the far south. They were for the 
most part of the ignorant type. For the de- 
fense 142 white men and women and two 
negroes lined up, representatives of almost 
rs yn. type of rural Missourian being among 
them. . 

Part of the defense made by the Smiths for 
the fact that the premises were patrolled by 
armed guards is that the white people of 
New Madrid county were so opposed to the 
negroes being brought into the county that 
guards were necessary to protect the negroes.

PLAN NEW STRUCTURE. 


Site Provided for It at Vincennes Ave- 
mue and Fifty-first Street at Cost 
of $52,500—-Model Institution to Be 
Pat Up, with Quarters for. Both 
Poor and Rich—Schools for Nurses 
and Out of Town Physicians Part 
of the Program. 


Local stork circles will be pleasantly agitat- 
ed to learn today of the fine headquarters 
which the Chicago Lying-In hospital and 
dispensary, now at 204 Ashland boulevard. 
propoges to build for them on ita new prop- 


erty at the northwest corner of Vincennes 


avenue and Fifty-first street. 

Announcement of the purchase was made 
yesterday coupled with the statement that 
the directors are planning the erection there- 
on of a maternity hospital which will be a 
model for such institutions and will cost 
between $150,000 and $200,000. 

The land alone cost $52,500 and embraces 
an east frontage of 274 feet on Vincennes 
avenue, a south frontage on Fifty-first street 
of 163.8 feet, a west frontage on Washington 
Park court of 278 feet, with 202 feet on Fifti- 
eth place—altogether an ideal site. It was 
bought from the Old People’s home, which 
purchased the propertly last July from Au- 
gustus A. Peabody. F. A. Delano, president 
of the Wabash railway and president of 
the board of directors, is credited with the 
greatest activity In raising the needed funds. 
This collection of funds is sttll in progress. 


Quarters for Poor and Rich. 


The new hospital will still be essentially for 
the poor, though it will have a large pavillon 


fitted up with luxurious suites for those who, - 


needing expert care, can afford to pay from 
$25 to $100 a week. ssa 


The present.quarters on Ashiand boulevard’ 


will be abandoned, though the three dis- 
pensaries on Maxwell street, West Division 
street, and at the Provident hospital will 
still be maintained to minister to neighbor- 
hood needs. 

Several novelties are planned for the new 
institution, ¢hief of which, in popular in- 
terest at least, will be the complicated am- 
bulances so fitted up with hot and cold water 
and medical appliances that, as happens not 
infrequently, the baby can be safely ushered 
in if necessary before the hospital is reached. 
Other ambulances will be fitted up with baby 
incubators. ; 

The hospital itself will offer, besides the 
present training school for professional 
nurses, a school for nurse maids and a regular 
system of post-graduate work for out of 
town physicians who like to spend their vaca- 
tions studying the latest obstetric practice. 

Dr. J. B. De Lee ts the head of the medical 
department and said to be one of the moving 
Spirits in the enterprise. The board of di- 
rectors consists of President Delano, John 
M. Harlan, B. N. Hurley, Benjamin R. Cahn, 
William E. Scudder, Charles D. Norton. 8. 
N. Armstrong, and Stanley Field. Mrs.

Room for 1,200 Patients a Year.

At present the one on Ashland boule- 
vard is caring for about 400 patients, while 
the three dispensaries, sending nurses and 
physicians into the homes of the poor, take 
care of about 1,400. A Mothers’ Aid Sewing 
club has been organized on the south side to 
furnish linen and baby clothes. Mrs. M. Neu- 
man is president and Mrs. Albert Pick treas- 
urer.

EX-HUSBAND NO. 2 SUBS, 


JOHN TAYLOR WANTS $15,000 OF 
JOHN 0’NEILL ‘WEALTH. 


Plainti@# Former Coachman of Track 
Elevation Expert and Twice Mar« 
ried to Latter’s Divorced Spouse, 
Firet Ceremony Proving IMIDiegal— 
Woman Has $75,000 Obtained with 
First Divorce—Claim Recalls Re~ 
cent Breach of Promise Case. 


Joliet, Ill, Sept. 11.—[Special.}—John G. 
Taylor, former coachman for Track’ Eleva- 
tion Expert John O'Neill of Chicago, filed 
suit in the Circuit court here this afternoon 
against Mrs. Elien De Burnell, divorced wife 
of Mr. O'Neill, asking $15,000, which he 
claims she agreed to pay him and which he 
further declared he is entitled to as her hus- 
band. The suit brings out a sensational 
sequel to the breach of promise suit brought 
against O'Neill by Mabel Bland and tried in 
the Chicago courts some time ago. Develop- 
ments may show a widespreading conspiracy.’ 

The suit also reveals the fact, heretofore 
} kept secret, that the day after Mrs. O'Neill 
supposed she had obtained a divorce she was 
married to Taylor at Blue Island. -This was 
in November, 1898. Within two days after 
that Mrs. Taylor received word from her 
lawyer that the divorce had not been granted 
after all, as Judge Dibell of the Will county: 
Circuit court had discovered errors in the 
bill, and she found herself a bigamist. 

Another bill for divorce was filed and on 
Jan. 2, 1899, Judge Dibell granted her a 
decree. She hurried to Louisville, Ky., and 
was married there on Jan. 8 a second time 
to Taylor. In 1908 she was granted a divorce 
from Taylor by Judge Tuley in Cook eounty, 
and she came to Joliet to live. : 


Acknowledges Second Wedding. 

In an interview.-tonight Mrs. De Burnell 
acknowledged that she was twice wedded to 
Taylor. but declared that she had never lived 
with him and would not, and says she had 
never acknowledged him as her husband. 
She says his present suit is for extortion, 
pure and simple. She adde that when she 
married him the first time it was under 
compulsion and that he threateied to kill her 
if she did not. 

Taylor, who is employed on 4 railroad here 
in Joliet, declares that the woman was in- 
fatuated with him when he was employed 
as valet and coachman in the O'Neill home, 
}and that she got a divorce from O'Neill in 
order to marry him, although making a pre- 
tense at the time that it was for other rea- 
sons. 
written to him by her, in which she terms 
him “sweetheart,” her “.baby boy,” and 


him and him alone. The letters are most 
affectionate and extend overa period of eight 
years. The last one was written in November 
last. This, he declares, effectually disposes 
of her claim that he tried any compulsion. 

He says she got a divorce without.inform- 
ing him, and that he did not know of it 
until Aug. 8 of this year. He says she se- 
cured it in order to prevent his getting the 
part of her property which she had agreed 
he was to have. He deciares further that he 
lived with her as her husband for nearly two 
years after the divorce granted by Judgeé 
Tuley. During that time he passed here in 
Joliet as her nephew. He is twenty years 
younger than she. 

Ready to Move to Chicago. 

Mrs. De Burnell has her household goods 
packed ready to leave Joliet and expects to 
move to Chicago the last of this week. She 
has property valued at $75,000, which was 
her share when she made a settlement witn 
O'Neill at the time of the divorce. Taylor 
claims, that she made a will in which she left 
him $6,000, and he claims dower rights in 
he tate.

Official Figures to Federal 
Judge Landis, 


SOME FACTORIES ARE IDLE 


Others in Need of Necessary Cash 
to Carry On Their Reg- 
ular Business. 


Receiver John'C. Hately made his first of- 
ficial report of the financial condition of the 
Zion City properties yesterday to Judge K. 
M. Landis of the federal court. It shows a 
shortage of more than $3.400,000, that amount 
representing the difference between the as- 
sets and the liabilities of the community. 

Mr. Hately is not through checking the ac- 
counts, and he said a more complete report 
of the financial conditions of the various in- 
dustries will be made at the end of the pres- 
ent month. 

The aggregate liabilities of Zion are esti- 
mated at $6,125,018., The quick assets are 
estimated at $372,054 and the slow assets at 
$2,156,427. 

Several of the industries are pressed for 
the necessary cash to carry on the business, 
and some of the factories have closed down 
on this account. This has caused a lack of 
employment and caused many residents to 
leave for Chicago and other places in search 


of work. 
Wherever possible the industries have been 


continued as before, except that many steps 
looking toward economy have been taken, 
such as reducing wages, discharging unnec- 
essary help, and consolidating smaller in- 
dustries.

*Before the problem falis into the hands of 
the 6,000 grade teachers, however, it is to be 
carefully examined by the board of education 
tonight. The problem is: 

Can spelling best be taught with or without 
a speller? If it can betaught with the great- 
est advantage with a speller, which speller 
is the best on the market? 

Discussed by Committee. 

The text book committee, composed of Pres- 
ident Emil W. Ritter, Mise Jane Addams, 
C. A. Weil, Dr. Cornelia De Bey, and Mrs. 
Blaine, met in the afternoon. Mrs. Blaine 
was not present. After the committee had 
“carefully considered the problem’’ and 
Dr. De Bey, who has charged Supt. Cooley 
with playing into the hands of the book trust, 
had declared that the best epeller on the 
market is published by the so-called trust 
which she had opposed with such vigor, the 
committee framed its report. In the pre- 
amble the committee declares: 

“ The special committee on text books re- 
ports that it has carefully considered the 
question of spelling in the public schools, and 
not having an opportunity to report its ac- 
tion to the committee on school management 
begs to submit its report direct to the board.”

Favoring a new election lew, which shall provide 
that registrations be supervised by judicial author- 
ities and eléction boards, to consiet of judicial au- 
thorities and delegates from each party. 

Declaring that each party shall have absolute 
respect for the rights of minorities in all elec- 
tions. 

If the revolutionists and liberals accept the prop- 
ositions the conflict will be declared ended by the 
moderates. 

Stand of Liberal Nationals. 

The liberal national party, of which Gov. 
Nunez of the province of Havana is the lead- 
er, and which, previouw to the split in last 
year’s national convention, was allied with 
the liberal party, issued a statement tonight 
defining ite position. 

The statement says that if the liberals had 
proceeded properly the nationalists would 
still have been with them, but now, as the 
result of conspiracies and political differ- 
ences, not only the present régime but alseo 
the life of the republic is threatened. 

The nationalists resolutely stand by the 
government because it represents and sym- 
bolizes the republic. It will assist the gov- 
ernment in saving the republic. The na- 
tionalists. while disposed to make conces- 
sions, will not agree to abdication from office. 
which would only disgrace the cause of pub- 
lic authority. 

The nationaliste, the statement continues, 
are faithful to the program guaranteeing the 
fullest liberty to voters, and to municipali- 
ties the widest range of authority, while pro- 
hibiting removals for partisan reasons or ap- 
pointments for purely political reasons. 


KAISER UP EARLY FOR “WAR.” 


Emperor William and Guests Arise at 3 
O’Clock to Attend the Military 
Maneuvers. 


LIEGNITZ, Prussia, Sept. 11.—The military 
maneuvers were continued today. Emperor 
William and his guests arose at 8 o'clock 
this morning. They had breakfast on a spe- 
cial train at/a quarter before 4, and arrived 
in the neighborhood of the Terrain, where 
the maneuvers are being held, at 4:30. 

Several hundred pieces of artillery already 
were shelling the reds at a distance of from 
8,500 to 4,000 yards. As the blues advance4 
the reds retired and their cavalry was theo- 
retically captured. 

Instead of remaining with the imperial 
party the American officers today rode over 
the field. The Americans dined with the 
empress tonight at Bresla castle. 

British Coast Unprotected. 

LONDON, Sept. 11.—According to the cor- 
respondent at Hamburg of the Daily Mail, 
thirty-six torpedo boat destroyers during the 
German naval maneuvers the night of Sept. 
10 accomplished the feat of dashing for and 
reaching the British coast and returning 
without having been detected. The nominal 
purpose of the ride across the North sea was 
to carry out the search for the German fleet, 
which the torpedo boat officers knew was 


lying off Helgoland.

Prison Doors Swing Outward After 
They Have Served Three of Five 
Years in Solitary Confinement on 
Condition That They Do Not Offend 
the Law Again—Ten Millions Their 
Profita from Swindle Based on Fic« 
titious American’s Fortune. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE AND 
LA PRENSA OF BUENOS AYRES.) 

PARIS, Sept. 11.—Mme. Theresé Humbert 
and her husband, Frederic, who have been in 
prison for three years for swindling on a 
colossal scale, were liberated today on ticket 
of leave conditioned on their not offending 
the law again. 

The reasons are good conduct on the part of 
Frederic Humbert and ill health of Theresé 
Humbert, who is about to undergo an opera- 
tion. 

The Humberts—for under this caption were 
included, too, the madam’s brothers, Emile 
ami Romain Daurighac—were convicted on 
Aug. 22, 1908, after they had secured, it is 
estimated, at least $10,000,000 and had 
handled more than $140,000,000 by means of 
their swindle, 


American’s Millions Her Bait. 


Mme. Humbert played on the French char- 
acteristics of thrift and love of mystery. By 
an adroit story concerning the gratitude of 
James Henry Crawford, who had willed her 
his fortune of $20,000,000 because she had 
nursed him in a serious illness, ehe got into 
her hands millions of francs with no other 
security than a maéeive safe, plastered with 
Officious seals and locked and counterlocked. 
In this safe ‘was supposed to repose the will 
of Crawford. It was broken open during the 
trial and found to contain nothing but waste 
paper. 

The loans Mme. Humbert secured she spent 
freely—and this increased the ease with 
which she negotiated fresh loans. But she 
never paid for anything more than she had 
to. Her house in the Avenue de la Grand 
Armeé was the home of hospitality. Here 
she kept her impressive safe. Within an 
hour’s run of the capital by railway she had 
her chief country house, the Chateau de 
Vives Eaux, through the grounds of which 
ran a stream on which floated a steam yacht. 
Not a mile distant she had a farm, in Celey- 
ran she had a vineyard, and she had houses 
in provincial towns, a box at the Opéra cost- 
ing $6,000 a year, and an estatein Tunis. All 
were unpaid for. 


Presidents and Senators Her Friends. 


The families of President Carnot and Presi- 
dent Felix Faure were her guests, and Gen. 
Boulanger and senators and deputies sat at 
her table. 

The trial of the Humberts was the talk of 
the world. Many of her dupes believed in the 
madam till the last. After their conviction 
the judge sentenced Mme. Humbert and her 
husband to five years’ solitary confinement 
and imposed a fine of $20 on each. 


MAN AS HIS OWN MOTOR BOAT. 


French Inventor Adapts Petrol Engine 
for Supplying Mechanical Power 
to Individual in Water. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, } 

PARIS, Sept. 11.—The French inventor who 
devised motor boats has conceived an adap- 
tation of the petrol motor for supplying the 
human body with mechanical power for pro- 
pulsion in water. Every man thus may be- 
come his own motor boat andthe future may 
see thousands of persons crossing the English 
channel and other waterways. 

In order to use the device a person need not 
be a swimmer, for the additional propulsive 
powers of the apparatus are devised to keep 
the body afloat. A watertight box contain- 
ing a little petrol engine and a fuel supply 
is strapped to the user’s back. Other parts 
of the apparatus comprise a saddlelike ar- 
rangement on which the user sits, air bags 
giving the necessary buoyancy for the pro- 
peller, which is operated by the engine. Two 
rods give control of the speed, while steering 
is accomplished by altering the position of the 
hande. 

The inventor thinks the chief use of the ap- 
paratus will be in life saving, for inan emer~ 
gency the operator has only to start the motor 
by turning a little crank, sling the box on his 
back, get astride the saddle and launch him-

H. CLAY PIERCE TELLS OF STAND- 
ARD’S “VICIOUS USURPATION.” 


President of Concern Continues Tes- 
timony in Missouri Ouster Proceed- 
ings, Detailing Action of Tinsley in 
Assuming Control of Business and 

Discharging 200 Employes, Putting 
Represéntatives of the Rockefeller 
Company in Charge. 


St. Louls, Mo., Sept. 11—H. Clay Pierce, 
president of the Waters-Pierce Oil company, 
continued his testimony today in the Mis- 
souril ouster proceedings, detailing what he 
called the “ vicious usurpation of author- 
tty’’ by R. P. Tinsley, acting for the Stand- 
ard Oil. Witness said Tinsley had been sent 
here by H. M. Tilford of the Standard to 
assume the duties of auditor. Pierce de- 
clared Tinsley discharged 200 employés of 
the Waters-Pierce company and filled their 
places with Standard men. In numerous 
places, he asserted, the employés substituted 
by Tinsley were Incompetent. 

‘‘He became so vicious,’ asserted Pierce, 
“that his refusal to obey instructions an- 
noyed President Finlay to the extent of 
breaking down his health and forcing him to 
go to Europe to recuperate.”’ 


Recites Tinsley’s Action. 


Attorney Genera) Hadley asked: 

“When did Mr. Tinsley come to St. Louis 
to take charge or to become connected witb 
the business of the Waters-Pierce Oil com- 

ny?’ 

“Mr. Tinsley came to St. Louis, as I re- 
member, In April, 1904, to assume charge of 
the accounting department as successor to 
J. P. Gruet, who had been secretary of the 
Waters-Pierce company, but had been dis- 
qualified. From the time he came in 1904 
until he left finally. Mr. Tinsley remained in 
the office of the Water-Pierce Oil company, 
but not at all times in connection with the 
management of the Waters-Pierce Oil com- 
pany. I think in February, 1904, he was 
elected vice president.” . 

“ What wae the date when Mr. Tinsley be- 
gan to assume control over the affairs of the 
company ?’’ 

“Immediately on Mr. Finlay’s departure 
for Europe for the purpose of restoring his 
health Mr. Tinsley assumed charge in all 
departments. He took away from General 
Manager Ackert the management of the Mex- 
ican division, and assumed entire charge of 
it himself. He sent to Mexico ag manager 
an employé of the Standard from Cleveland, 
who was entirely unfamiliar with Mexico. I 
protested to the officials of the Standard in 
New York against the unwarranted action 
of Mr. Tinsley in violation of the agreement 
entered into between the Standard Ol! com- 
pany and myself at the time of the organiza- 
tion of the Waters-Pierce Ofl company in 
1878.”’ } 

Protest Against Interference. 

“ When did you make your protest against 
Tinsley 7?” 

“I made the protest, I think, in the months 
of April, May, and June, 1906.”’ 

‘“‘ After the commencement of this suit?” 

“I believe so; I do not recall the date of the 
suit.” 

Attorney General Hadley caused Mr. Pierce 
considerable annoyance by asking him who 
wrote the typewritten statement he read at 
the hearing yesterday concerning the Waters- 
Pierce Oll company’s agreement with the 
Standard company in Texas, resulting from 
negotiations. conducted by an inexperienced 
agent. Mr. Pierce replied that he had written 
it himself, but under persistent questioning 
he asserted he was unwilling to declare him- 
self its author. The hearing was then con- 
tinued until Oct. 16.

Crowd Is Enraged by Decisions 
and Evans Is Protected 
by Police.

Evans proved too great a handicap for the 
White Sox again yesterday, and they fell in 
woeful defeat before the St. Louis outfit, sim- 
ply because they did not have a left handed 
pitcher in form to work against the brownhs. 
The score was 7 to 3. 

Understand, in the first place, that Evans 
did not rob Chicago of the ‘victory. The 
White Sox robbed themselves. But Evans 
was the handicap. ‘Two of his joke decisions 
affected the score, one giving St. Louis two 
runs and one robbing Chicago ofarun. — 

Fer those two decisions the enraged crowd, 
composed of people who. thought the Sox 
* ‘gught to have won despite their bad pitching, 
‘bad base running, and the fact that they were 
outhit by an enormous majority, wanted to 
mob Evans, and again he was escorted from 
the field by police and detectives, who guard- 

ed him all the way to his hotel, about twenty 
of his pursuers boarding the same car with 
him and waiting for a chance to slug him. 


Black Eye for Baseball. 
President Johnson's persistence in sending 
- Evans, who, at the least, is. incompetent, is 

giving baseball a black eye in Chicago. Half 
the crowd believes the charges that Evans is 
working under instractions from Johnson to 
beat Chicago. These charges undoubtedly 
are founded on ‘mere prejudice, yet, had 
Evans been under instructions and trying to 
beat Chicago, he could not have done better 
than he did yesterday. The fact is that the 
man is utterly incompetent, and, in the two 
crucial decisions he had to make, he was out 
of position and unable to see. 

President Comiskey, striving to avoid any 
further exhibitions that might tend to hurt 
the game, stopped the sale of pop and other 
drinks im the stands after the first inning, 
when an attack on Evans started, and called 
upon a crowd of detectives to guard the um- 
pire whose work has been so much against 


him. 
Great Batting by St. Louis. 


But St. Louis did not need the assistance of 
Evans to win yesterday. They won by ter- 
rific hitti and cinched the game, practi- 
cally, in Ue Inning, trouncing Owen in 
terrible styk. Contekey. sizing up the seven 
left handed hitters presented by the browns, 
wanted a left hander to pitch against them.

Right to a Seat Is Defined. 

Following the refusal of ex-Gov. Chamber- 
lain of Connecticut and President Edward 
Atwater of the State Business Men's asso- 
ciation to pay fare on a crowded New York, 
New Haven and Hartford train, the manage- 
ment of the railway has issued the following 
statement defining the relative rights of rail- 
way and passenger: : 

“A passenger has a right to a seat in a 
train, but he has not e right to a séat in any 
particular train, and if he boards a train and 
finds the seats are exhausted he has no right 
to insist upon a seat before paying his fare. 
It is his option to travel on that train with- 
out a seat or to get off and take the next 
train upon which he can get a seat. If he 
insists upon remaining upon a train where 
there is no seat he must pay his fare or be 
subjected to the statutory penalties for eva- 
sion. This doctrine is supported by Bald- 
win’s American railroad law and by other 
decisions.”’ 


LEAVES BOARD OF TRADE; 
TAKES BIG SEED BUSINESS. 


Albert Dickinson Posts Membership for 
Sale—Says High Commission Rule 
Makes It Impossible for Him. 


Albert Dickinson, president of the Albert 
Dickinson company, a firm that is among 
the leading seed dealers of the country, yes- 
terday posted -his board. of trade member- 
ship for transfer. The posting*of the mem- 
bership practically means the passing of the 
big seed house from the board of trade. 

The Dickinson firm has not been actively 
represented on the local exchange since 
March 1 last, when the present commission 
rule, which provides for trading charges 
double those which prevailed before that 
date, went into effect. .The Dickinson com- 
pany complained when the higher rates were 
being agitated that the installing of them 
and the placing of all traders on a brokerage 
basis would’ militate against progress in its 
business. 

Conservative members of the board of 
trade figure that the withdrawal of the Dick- 
inson house will result in the diverting of 
much seed business to other market points. 
It is believed that the bulk of business will 
go to Duluth and Minneapolis, where the 
Dickinson es has established important 
connections.

TIME FOR INTERVENTION IN CUBA. 

The Cubans are not fit to rule thém- 
selves. Their independent government is 
a failure. The spreading revolution proves 
it, and President Palma confesses it. He 
has declared martial law in three impor- 
tant provinces, Havana being one of 
them. He is filling the jails with men 
who he believes are opposed to him. But 


‘he cannot stamp: out the insurrection. It 


has extended through the island. The 
government has few active friends. Most 
Cubans are against it or are neutral. The 
soldiers in whom the governmént has the 
most confidence are the handful of Ameri- 
cans in its service. 

If peace is to be reéstablished in Cuba 
it must be through American interven- 
tion. The United States alone can put 
on a stable footing the industries which 
have been widely interfered with by a 
general insurrection. It alone can give 
security to the American 
capital invested there and give the world 


nomic development of the. island will be 
unhindered. Other nations look to it to 


do this. 


the United States occupies the island. 
It has been proved that independent Cuba 
is revolutionary Cuba. As the Cubans 
eannot establish a stable government the 
United States must... Nor can it afford to 
be dilatory about the matter. 
it waits the greater the difficulty it will 
‘encounter. It will be harder to restore 
order after habits of disorder and vio- 
lence have become «chronic. The in- 
: dustrial and commercial interests of Cuba 
suffered enough already. They 
should be protected at once. 

It is possible that when American in- 
tervention.comes the insurgents will lay 
down their arms. They know the strength 
of the United States, and they cannot 
fight it as they did Spain. They know 
how the American soldiers put down a 
more’ formidable insurrection in far dis- 
tant islands. Perhaps they will welcome 
intervention, preferring it to Palma's gov- 
ernment., If they cannot govern they are 
resolved that Palma shall not. 
Undoubtedly President Roosevelt has 
been waiting for the emergency which 
would make intervention not merely justi- 
fiable ‘but necessary. The emergency is 
at-hand. The Cuban government is im- 
potent. It is doubtful of its: ability to 
maintain itself in its capital, the great 
}eommercial city of the island. It cannot 
protect its own. citizens or the strangers 
that are within its gates. It protects 
nothing.” 

When intervention comes it must not be 
for the purpose of propping up an effete 
government. The United States must not 
| so to Guba as an arbitrator between two 
 weneriog factions—to set up another feeble 
government and then ‘tetire to give an 
opportunity for another insurrection. 
When the United States goes to Cuba 
to establish peace—and.that will be soon 
—the peace it will establish will be last- 


the American flag goes up again on Cuban 
soil it will zo up to stay. There will be 
an end to amiable experiments in Cuban 
eapacity for self-government. No Ameri- 
ean will tolerate another* hauling down 
of the flag and another withdrawal from 
Cuba. All will insist on the realization of 
the century old dream of American states- 
men—to see Cuba what nature meant it to 
be, an integral part of the United States. 


SUBSTANTIAL SYMPATHY. 

At the next convention of the United 
Mineworkers of America an attempt will 
he. made to adopt a rule against the clos- 
ing of a mine on the day of the funeral] 
of a miner killed by accident. Instead 
of that the act of sympathy proposed is 
the donation of one-half the day’s wages 
to the family of the deceased. Last year 
there were 644 lives lost in the anthracite 
coal field and the average loss of wages in 
each case, due to the stoppage of work as 
a mark of respect, was about $1,500. 
Under the proposed plan the men would 
have continued working as usual, but the 
family of the buried miner would receive 
a-gift of $750. 

It is true that money cannot make up 
for the loss of the mainstay of a family. 
Neither can crowded attendance at ‘a 
funeral. It may be argued that the pres- 
ence. of a man’s companions in solemn 
bearing at his funeral helps the survivors 
feel the dignity of his place among men. 
it may be said that this is the only way in 
which to show respect to the memory of 
the deceased, that there is something 
heartiess in going on with the work just 
as if-nothing had happened. But a dele 
gation of his nearest associates, of the 
officers of his union, and of representa- 
tives of the company for which he worked 
would be just-as impressive. The mind 
of the men at work, conscious that every 
stroke was for the relief.of the family of 
their late companion, would be more apt 
to feel the full solemn meaning of the 
‘day than if it were spent in idleness and 
a part of it perhaps in the tavern. 

The United Mineworkers is a fit body 
to take up.this.matter. It comes with 
better grace from them than from the 
mine owners or from the clergy. Yet 
these latter are likely to approve «he 
action. They know the straits to which 
a miner's widow and orphans are often 
reduced. They help, too, but their gifts 
are not appreciated\so highly as the pro- 
posed donation from the miners them- 
selves would be. No more politic thing 
could be done by the unions to make tlie 
family of the deceased realize the soli- 
darity of labor. A day of work for the 
velief of the helpless.ie. a more substan- 
tial form of aympatiny rec a ~holiday.

Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria's object in 
emphasizing his kinsmanship with the Brit- 
ish monarch was more political in its char- 
acter. For.just at present the friendship 
of is regarded as a powerful asset 
in the southeast of Europe, as can be seen 
by the sacrifices made by King Peter to secure 
the réstoration of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Servia and England, and by the pop- 
ular enthusiasm with which the new British 
envoy was welcomed the other day on his 
arrival at Belgrade.

The latter thoroughly appreciated the sel- 
fish aims which had prompted h Prince 
Philip and Prince Ferdinand to visit Marien- 
bad instead of Carlsbad this summer, and to 
time their stay there so as to coincide with 
his own, He could not prevent them_from 
being there, as Marienbad is open to every 
one, and he could not refuse to hold any in- 
tercourse with them, as they are both mem- 
bers of that Saxe-Coburg family of which 
he is the real chief. So he was compelled to 
submit to their uncongenial companionship, 
which they !forced upon him by day and by 
night, to his manifest annoyance, until he 
cut short his stay; their presence moreover 
@erving to prevent the visits which his broth- 
er-in-law, the ruler of Greece, and Emperor 
Francis Joseph had. prothised to pay him 
while there. Greece and Bulgaria are on the 
verge of war with one another. Under: the 
circumstances a rencontre between King 
George and Prince Ferdinand at Marienbad 
would be, to say the least, awkward, and 
that is why the Greek monarch, who has 
been staying at Aix-les-Bains, has refrained 
from going to Marienbad to visit his broth- 
er-in-law, King Edward, with whom he is 
on terms of the closest intimacy. 

Ferdinand, at any rate, is foolish to thus 
antagonize King Edward. For, inasmuch as 
he cannot attain his heart’s desire of trans- 
forming himself from a mere prince of Bul- 
garia into its king without the consent of all 
the great powers signatories of the treaty 
of Berlin, it would be to his interest, to con- 
ciliate Edward VII. by every means he could 
devise.

DIOCLETIAN’S DALMATIAN PALACE. 
{From Scribner’s Magazine. Le 

Almost half of Spalato’s 20,000 souls live 
within the walls of Diocletian’s palace. The 
latter is a rectangle, built upon the plan of the 
fortified Roman camp, inclosing within its 
cyclopean walls, eighty feet in height, an en- 
tire quarter of the modern city. At each 
angle of the walls stands a massive tower. 
In the center of each facade a gate opens, 
except in that turned toward the sea, where 
a narrow postern admitted the royal barge. 
One cross street divides the inclosure intoa 
northern and southern half, connectin 
silver gate with the iron gate; another ads 
from the northern or golden gate to the en- 
trance of the imperial apartments 

It was through the golden gate—the Porta 
Aurea, still in emg preservation—that 
Diocletian entered his palace when coming 
from Salone. 

Under its soaring arches the cruel emperor, 
once a simple soldier of thé legion, now cov- 
ered with the royal purple—a man of the peo- 
ple now appropriating to himself the name 
of Jovius, the equal of God—rumbled in his 
gilded chariot and thundered down the pass- 
ageway between his slaves’ quarters and 
those of his aged mother, until, racked with 
disease, a victim of all the luxury of later 
Roman times, he painfully alighted before 
the nobie portico, the entrance to his private 
apartments, where later he was to end his 
sufferings by his own hand.

Prudent manage- 
ment requires that part ef the surplus in- 
come, during the years of great prosperity, 
should be reserved for the purpose of increas- 
ing the stability of the investment of its 
shareholders. Furthermore, every large 
railroad system in the United States is 
obliged to expend annually considerable 
sums for improvements and additions and 
maintenance expenses,~« but, nevertheless, 
ought not to be charged to capital account. 
Of this class are expenditures for elevating 
tracks in cities, for additional safety ap- 
pliances, for better stations, and cars, and, 
generally, for furnishing better service to the 
public without increasing charges. Although 
expenditures of this class are not ordinary 


j maintenance expenditures, yet they should 


be charged to income.and not to ca l ac- 
count, excépt to the extent that they Clearly 
add to the net Income of the company by 
increasing earnings or by reducing operat- 
ing expenses.” 

Some months ago it was understood that 
Mr, Ripley, Mr. Berwind, and one other di- 
rector were strongly In favor of making the 
common dividend 5 per cent.
